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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 20 describe that "said circuit being configured to support multiple 

parallel threads of execution " However, in page 4 at lines 5-10 of the present 

invention's specifications, specifically states that the computer system 16 is configured 
to support multiple threads of execution. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. Claim 20 describe that "said circuit being configured 

to support multiple parallel threads of execution " However, in page 4 at lines 5- 

10 of the present invention's specifications, the computer system 16 is configured to 
support multiple threads of execution. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because in order for a method to 
be considered a "process" under §101, a claimed process must either: (1) be tied to 
another statutory class (such as a particular apparatus) or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or materials). Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 
(1981); Parker v. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 
63, 70 (1972). If neither of these requirements is met by the claim, the method is not a 
patent eligible process under §101 and is non-statutory subject matter. 

With respect to claims 16-20, the claim language does not include the required 
tie or transformation would provide the application of the test to the claim to reach the 
conclusion of nonstatutory subject matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Valdes Sosa et al. (US 7,092,748). 

In regard to claim 20, the Valdes Sosa et al. patent disclose a method of 
evaluation comprising: acquiring an electromagnetic physiological signal with a sensor 
on a subject (see abstract); performing a source reconstruction of the electromagnetic 
physiological signal via a signal processing circuit in communication with said sensor 
(col. 15, lines 60 - col. 16, line 63), with said circuit being configured to support multiple 
threads of execution with one thread being a measurement module and a second 
thread being a source reconstruction module (col. 13, line 65 -col. 14, line 67; col. 15, 
lines 1-5); and using the source reconstruction to modify the acquisition of a new 
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electromagnetic physiological signal (see FIG. 8 and related description, col. 33, lines 
12- col. 34, line 3); and displaying source reconstruction results overlayed onto 
anatomical data of said patient (see FIG. 7, 9 and 13). 

In regards to claims 16-19, the Valdes Sosa et al. method uses sensors that 
acquire electrophysiological signals such as MEG, ECG, EEG, MCG (see claim 13, col. 
2, lines 48-64).
